?r's impressions in approach* 
are most pleasing, and he is 
assing along Broadway on the 
t. K., one ol the oldest in the 
me quaint old European or 

uiiati town. .From tlie ear 
tie seen the state house and 
grounds, a square ol some ten acres, a park 
rees between the street and buildings, 
whole enclosed by an iron railing six- 
feet hitch, ol forbidding aspect. A broad, 
.rick eldawalk is laid outside ol this railing, 
roill which no one removes the snow, while 
for cleanliness it depends upon Providential 
rain; in the centre of the park being a 
large urn to receive the waters Irom a 
fountain, \lmost in front of the main gate, 
the middle of the Broadway sidewalks, 
stands a primitive order ot pump whose 
elongated handle must prove em harassing to 
the stomach ol an individual who in dark- 
ness may stray into its path. 

.Situated in the middle ot the square is an 
edifice, the Capitol, apparently about SOx 
100 feet, with a htxaetyle portico ot Ionic 
order in front, approached by stone steps, the 
trout wall pierced for one door only; the 
Hanks and rear walls are plain, the windows 
•bowing the building to be in two stories. 
The rool is surmounted with a cupola, (pies- 
tionatde in proportions and in design. To 
one ignorant ot its purpose, the trout of this 
edifice would impress bllU as its being a 
mausoleum, Irom its laeade's resemblance 
to that ol the Temple ol Theseus, erected 
ahout SOU li C., to receive the ashes of the 
nutional hero when removed from .Sevres to 
Athens. Possibly, in the building first 
mentioned, may rest the "constitution of 
Kentuckv," made in and lor slavery times, 
which K"entuckiniiB are puttied over jltaf 
now, as they are informed .hat it ain't (this 
is the familiar word) he changed! The roof 
ol the portico supports a ling etsif, which, 
since the 1st inst. has, iu a unique mode, 
informed the apeotaior that the Senate and 
House ol Representatives Of the grand old 
Commonwealth are in session, viz: from the 
halvards, near the truck, is the remnant ot 
the blue ground ami white stars .n a dag. 
Old, soiled and in shreds; just belvw tins is 
ol dirty hunting Ol strips oi two 
red and one white stripes, and below this in 
another strip ol flag, the color tiiide.-cnl.aide 
the whole lot ol rags only til lor a junk 
shop.

These few lines, hurriedly indited, fail to 

do justice to Frnnklort, and yet h may 

bring il before the notice ofeoma who may 
be ignorant oftiie capital ol a state whose 
sons and daughters have brought Kentucky 
prominently before the world — and who 
heretofore nave associated it with horses 
and bluegraae. As to hluegrnss, there is no 
bluegrass — it is a lovely green that grows 
instead, and as to horses, those to he seen in 
any citv, town, or villiage in New York, will 

more than compare favorably with the 

horses iii any part ot Kentucky. 

In conclusion, I may mention t lint upon 
the north bank of the river, near the bridge 

connecting N. A; s. Frankfort, the govern- 
ment is erecting a V. 8 C. H. * P. O. 0( 
Bowling Green, Politic limestone, Queen 

Ann sUlein design, ',>;'»xoS feet, upon ground 
and 60 leet in height, which promises to be 
an ornament to the city.
